Sehabarum Gets 
Supervisor Post, 
Succeeding Bonelli

Peter F. Sehabarum, who 
for the past five years repre­ 
sented much of the Pomona 
Valley in the state Assembly, 
will be sworn in as Los Ang­ 
eles County supervisor from 
t h e 
1st 
District 
Tuesday 
morning. 
T h e 
Covina 
Republican 
from the 49th district was ap­ 
pointed to the powerful coun­ 
ty board by Gov. Ronald Rea­ 
gan Thursday afternoon, en­ 
ding 
a 
two-week 
guessing 
gam e as to whom the gover­ 
nor would pick for the interim 
term . 
The appointment runs only 
through June, but the “ in­ 
cum bent” label will have a 
great advantage over other 
candidates in the special elec­ 
tion which has been called to 
fill the vacancy left by the 
death of Frank G. Bonelli last 
month. 
Sehabarum disclosed his ap­ 
pointment to the $30,080 a 
year post from the Assembly 
hours before Reagan’s office 
made the announcement offi­ 
cial. 
Rumor of 
the 
governor’s 
choice had spread throughout 
the legislature shortly after 
lunch. In the Assembly which 
had just convened for the af­ 
ternoon session, Carlos Bee, 
the speaker pro tern, asked 
Sehabarum if he could con- 
f i r m 
t h e 
appointment. 
Sehabarum answered with a 
“yes” that was barely au­ 
dible. 
The 43-year-old former pro­ 
fessional football player then 
flew back to his office in Co­ 
vina to prepare for his new 
job. 
He met this morning with 


County Administrator Arthur 
Wills and Jam es Mize, clerk 
of the supervisors, and this 
afternoon with W arren Dorn, 
chairm an of the Board of Su­ 
pervisors. 


Sehabarum said there was 
a possibility that the board 
would call a special meeting 
for Monday so that he could 
be sworn isto office before 
Tuesday’s 
regular 
meeting, 
but the decision on that was 
up to Dorn. 


He 
said 
his 
resignation 
from the Assembly would be­ 
come effective at the moment 
he is sworn in as supervisor. 
Asked this morning to ref­ 
lect on what he felt was the 
most important single factor 
that swayed the governor to 
choose him for the position 
over another close contender, 
William Campbell of the 50th 
District, Sehabarum said he 
thought it was his experience 
as 
foreman 
of 
the 
county 
Grand Jury in 1965. 
“ 1 think the governor felt 
that by serving on the grand 
Jury that year I was able to 
gain a good insight into the 
workings of the county,” he 
explained. “ He was right. It 
was an unforgettable expe­ 
rience.” 
The new supervisor said he

Jury report — it was highly 
critical of county operations, 
particularly on financing of 
projects,

Spacecraft 
On Course 
To Jupiter 


CAPE KENNEDY (U P I)- 
Pioneer 10, fastest object to 


leave earth, sped on a near 


perfect course today toward a 
historic picture-taking rendez­ 


vous with the planet Jupiter 
on Dec. 2, 1973. 
After sweeping within 87,000 
miles of the tops of Jupiter’s 
glowtng multicolored clouds, 
the 565-pound spacecraft will 
travel on to the far reaches of 
the planets and eventually be­ 
come the first probe to leave 
the solar system. 
It is expected to reach the 
star Aldebaran in 1.7 million 
years. On the slight chance it 
might 
encounter 
intelligent 
life elsewhere in the galaxy, 
Pioneer 10 carries an identifi­ 
cation plaque. The man pic­ 
tured on the plaque has his 
hand raised in a gesture of 
peace. 
Jupiter, 
fifth 
planet 
out 
from the sun, is the spectacu­ 
lar giant of the solar system. 
It has 12 moons, a puzzling 
red “eye” 10 times the size of 
the United States and the pla­ 
net generates more heat than 
it 
receives 
from 
the 
sun. 
Scientists also hoped to deter­ 
mine if there was a possi­ 
bility 
its 
thick 
atmosphere 
could support some form of 
life. 


Piopeer 10. drawing power 
from four nuclear generators, 
set out on its 620 million mile 
journey to Jupiter Thursday 
night. An Atlas-Centaur rock­ 
et accelerated it to a record 
31,413 miles per hour—so fast 
that it will be twice as far 
from Earth as the moon by 
tonight. 
The spacecraft 
performed 
the first critical steps of its 
6 3 9-day 
mission 
flawlessly 
and by 2 a.m . EST today, it 
had its big nine-foot dish an­ 
tenna 
pointed 
back 
toward 
the rapidly shrinking Earth. 
The ambitious, $67.5 million 
expedition opens a new era in 
m an’s exploration of the uni­ 
verse. Pioneer 10 is the first 
to venture out beyond Mars, 
through the hazardous aste­ 
roid belt and on through un­ 
charted space to Jupiter. It is 
expected to remain in radio 
contact with earth until 1979 
when it is 1.5 billion miles 
away. 
Controllers at the Jet Prop­ 
ulsion Laboratory, Pasadena, 
Calif., said the craft’s course 
was so accurate that only a 
slight patch correction will be 
required 
Monday. 
Pioneer 
will enter the asteroid belt in 
July. 
The main mission of the 
spacecraft is to answer some 
of the many questions about 
the bizarre planet and pave 
the way for even more ad­ 
vanced 
probes 
starting 
in 
1977. Pioneer 10 carries 13 ex­ 
periments to produce a series 
of 
10 
pictures 
of 
Jupiter, 
m easure its extrem e radiation 
environment and examine its 
puzzling striped clouds. 
But aside from what can be 
'seen from earth-based tele­ 
scopes, little is known about 
Jupiter. Scientists do not even 
know if it has a solid surface,

Wednesday night. 
According 
to a Federal Communications 
Commission 
ruling, 
candi­ 
dates must apply to the sta­ 
tion 
seven 
days 
after 
the 
broadcast. 
He also appeared on the 
ABC 
film 
“ The 
Screaming 
Woman” on Jan. 29, two days 
after he filed for election. He 
played a dram atic role 
in 
both films. 
According to a recent FCC 
ruling regarding Pat Paulsen, 
an actor and presidential can- 
d i d a t e , another candidate, 
John 
Ashbrook, 
was 
given 
equal 
time 
on 
NBC 
Tele­ 
vision, New Hampshire, when 
Paulsen appeared for 30 sec­ 
onds in a 1968 movie on tele­ 
vision. 
Paulsen 
appealed 
to 
the 
FCC on the basis that his ap­ 
pearance wasn’t political and 


was part of his job but lost 
his appeal. The film “ Where 
Were You When the Lights 
Went Out?” was shown Feb. 5 
on 
NBC. 
Paulson appeared 
for only 30 seconds in the 
comedy. 
Charles 
Jackson, 
of 
the 
publicity departm ent of NBC, 
said the station management 
c o u l d n ’ t make a blanket 
statem ent on whether equal 
time was available to the can­ 
didates. 
“ We are now aware that 
Mr. Nelson is a candidate for 
City 
Council. 
We 
weren’t 
aware of this before.” 
He said the station was re­ 
searching the case. This was 
taken to mean the station m a­ 
nagement was timing Nelson’s 
Wednesday night appearance 
on Night Gallery. 
Based on Nelson’s Wednes­ 
day night perform ance, other 
candidates would receive 18 
minutes of prime television 
tim e in a TV m arket of nine 
million Southern California’s 
residents — all but 15,000 of 
whom live outside San Dimas. 
Nelson, contacted at his San 
Dimas home, said the entire 
idea is “ absurd.” 
Nelson 
charged 
that 
the 
P r o g r e s s-Bulletin had ini­ 
tiated the action by calling 


NBC and ABC but later said 
NBC officials told him they 
had received eight telephone 
inquiries about the equal time 
provision Thursday morning. 
The actor said his “civil 
rights 
were 
being 
denied” 
and explained that he was 
trained for his profession and 
had auditions and rehearsals 
for his appearances. “The no­ 
tion that they 
(candidates) 
want equal time is absurd.” 


He said the show Wednesday 
night, in which he played a 
lame 
physician, 
was 
made 
long before his decision to run 
for City Council. 


He said his agent called 
him late Thursday afternoon 
with the “ horrendous” news. 
Nelson said his appearances 
have not been political and he 
has avoided appearing on talk 
shows on television since his 
announcement. 
Several of the City Council 
candidates who were avail­ 
able this morning for com­ 
ment, said they would be in­ 
terested in taking advantage 
of the free television appear­ 
ance.

Property owners in extrem e 
northern California were sand­ 
bagging their buildings in anti­ 
cipation of floods. 
The Del Norte County Sher­ 
iff’s office said the mudslide 
thundered down on U.S. 199 
.ear Gasquet. Crews were at­ 
tempting to free the crushed 
vehicles. 
The weather front, which 
brought sheets of rain into the 
area this week had extended 
westward from the Oregon- 
California state line and was 
moving slowly southward in 


drier air, the U.S. Weather 
Service said. 
Sunshine 
south 
of 
Point 
Arena 
and 
Marysville 
was 
f o r e c a s t , but “ unsettled” 
weather was forecast for oth­ 
er areas of northern Califor­ 
nia.

youth records in 1948. 


A spokesman for the AFL- 
CIO said that the drop in 
the unemployment rate was a 
statistical quirk resulting no1 
from jobless people getting 
jobs but from a decline in the 
total labor force. 
“ Many people just got dis- 
couraged and stopped looking

work,"

for the AFL-CIO. “Therefore 
the truth is that there was no 
change, no improvement

February.”

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Boy Unhurt, 


Trapped for 
Seven Hours 


EL MONTE, Calif. (UPI) 
— Six-year-old Anthony Ber­ 
nardino, who was wedged at 
the bottom of a 28-foot shaft 
at a construction site for se­ 
ven hours, was rescued early 
today, tired and dirty from 
his ordeal but apparently in 
good shape. 
Wearing a hard hat sup­ 
plied by one of his rescuers, 
the youngster was lifted out 
of the ground a few 'minutes 
past midnight in the arm s of 
a 26-year-old deputy sheriff, 
David Rathburn. The boy was 
flown imm ediately by helicop­ 
ter to the County-USC Medic­ 
al Center. 
Rathburn said the boy was 
a “ tough little guy” and that 
he was in good shape. He said

“ glad to be out.” 
Another rescuer, Me! Wil­ 
liams, 
said 
the 
youngster 
“ talked all the way up.” 
The dram a that 
involved 
scores of construction work­ 
ers, firemen, police and sher­ 
iff’s deputies began about 5 
p.m. PST Thursday when An­ 
thony fell into the hole while 
flying a kite with his father. 
Jam es Bernardino, and his 
7-year-old brother, Jim Jr.

He becam e wedged at the 
bottom of the shaft, partly co­ 
vered by dirt and with one 
leg pointed down and the oth­ 
er leg and an arm jam m ed 
upward. 
A construction worker 
at 
the site, Alex Engles, was lo­ 
wered into the hole headfirst 
almost immediately but said 
he was unable to pull the boy 
out. Construction workers at 
the site then began digging 
another shaft. 
A giant drill with a huge bit 
sank a parallel shaft down 
about 35 feet and some eight

The military sources said a 
Vietnamese spotter plane saw 
Communist tanks moving in 
an area about 20 miles north­ 
west of the Ben Het border 
camp manned by Vietnamese 
rangers and called in airst- 
rikes. They said at least two 
Soviet-bullt PT76 tanks were 
d e s t r o y e d , one of them 
knocked into a crater left by 
a B52 strike. 


The military sources said 
the government troops were 
working to destroy miles of 
roads, bridges and bunkers 
built in the area within the 
last several months by the 
North Vietnamese 83rd Engi­ 
neer Regiment, which intelli­ 
gence reports have said ap­ 
peared to be preparing the 
ground for major Communist 
activities.

Area 609 by the North Vietna­ 
mese, is said to contain the 


headquarters for the entire 


central area of the country. It 
has been a trouble spot for 


years and in the past Green 
Berets set up such border 
posts as Ben Het, Dak To, 
Dak Pek, Dak Suit and Plei 
Djereng to try to contain it. 
All of those camps and the 
newer Fire Bases Five and 


Six southwest of Dak To have 
come under siege at one time 
or another in Communist ef­ 
forts to break the government 
stranglehold 
on

leading in from Laos. There 
was heavy fighting there last 
year. 
The guerrillas were beaten 
off then but they have come

Hfluse on who is to pay the 
higher taxes made necessary 
by the higher benefits. 
Under the House bill, the 
amount of income subject to 
Social Security taxation would 
rise as benefits rise. That 
amount is now the first $9.ooo

come. 
«Thus, higher benefits would 
hi» financed entirely by high- 
irn omp earners. 
instead, the Senate com­ 
mittee voted for another for­ 
mula. Half of the necessary 
tax 
increase 
would 
come 
from increasing the amount 
of earnings subject to tax­ 
ation and the other half by 
raising the tax rate paid hv 
all workers. Thus, low-income 
workers would help finance 
the higher benefits. 
That method 1s opposed by 
those who consider the Social 
Security tax a regressive tax 
—one whose burden falls 
heavier on the poor than the 
wealthy. 
In 
another 
development, 
Sen. Russell B. Long, D-La., 
the committee chairman, said 
he opposes the 20 per cent 
across-the-board increase 
in 
Social Security benefits prop­ 
osed last week by Chairman 
M^ilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., of 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee. 
I n s t e a d , Long said, he 
would like to give a larger 
sliare of the Increase to re­ 
tiled workers who receive the 
lowest benefits. 
Although the formula has 
not been worked out, he said 
he favored one which would 
guarantee $200 a month to a 
couple if the wage-eamer had 
paid taxes for 30 years or 
more. Such a couple, under 
present law, could be drawing 
only slightly more than $100 a 
month. 
The committee also decided 
to make some services per­ 
formed by chiropractors eli­ 
gible for payment by Medi­ 
care, the government health 
insurance program for people 
over 65. 
'‘Treatment 
by 
manual 
manipulation of the spine 
would be covered —the first 
time chiropractors have been 
included in Medicare. 
Chiropractors 
have 
cam­ 
paigned for years to he in­ 
cluded.

DAMASCUS (U P I) - The 
new flare-up between Syria 
and Israel poses the greatest 
threat to Middle East peace 
since the cease-fire went into 
effect 18 months ago, political 
sources said today. 
Attacks, reprisals and coun­ 
ter-reprisals could drag Eg­ 
ypt, Syria’s ally in the Feder­ 
ation of Arab Republics, into 
the 
hostilities, 
the 
sources 
said. 
There were two attempts by 
Israeli warplanes Thursday to 
fly over Latakia, Syria’s ma­ 
jor port city, 145 miles north­ 
west of Damascus, according 
to Syrian and Palestinian spo­ 
kesmen. 
The first attempt occurred 
at 8.30 a.m. but the intruding 
aircraft were driven off by 
Syrian 
fighter 
planes 
and 
ground fire, a Syrian military 
spokesman said. 
Eleven hours later, a for­ 
mation 
of 
Israeli 
jets 
at­ 
tempted to fly over guerrilla 
bases in the Latakia region, a 
spokesman for A1 Fatah, the 
l a r g e s t 
guerrilla 
group, 
said. 
Guerrilla and Syrian an- 
tiain raft guns went into ac­ 
tion and put the Israeli planes

to flight, the spokesman ad­ 
ded. 
Syria did not mention the 
second alleged incident. 
(In Tel Aviv, Israeli offi­ 
cials declined comment). 
The attempted overflights 
w e r e the farthest

Syria 
since 
.lanuary, 
1970, 
when 
they 
broke the sound barrier over 
Damascus, Aleppo, Horns and 
Hama. 
Political sources said the 
flights were apparently aimed 
at avenging a Syrian air at­ 


tack Wednesday against Is­ 
raeli settlements in the occu­ 
pied Golan Heights. 
A military spokesman said 
Syria’s Soviet-built MIG fight­ 
er bombers scored direct hits 
and inflicted heavy casualties 
on the Golan settlements in 
retaliation for Israeli attacks 
against 
guerrilla 
bases 
in 
southern Syria. 
Damascus followed up the 
air attack by promising reta­ 
liation against Israel for ev­ 
ery attack no matter what the 
target. 
“ Henceforth, we will hit

back at every aggression the 
Israeli 
enemy 
may wage, 
whether against Syrian troops 
or territory or against guer­ 
rillas,” a commentator on of­ 
ficial Damascus Radio said. 
This obviously raised the 
specter of unending retaliato­ 
ry raids by both sides, which 
could force Egypt to inter­ 
vene on behalf of its Arab 
ally, the sources said. 
Egypt and Syria hava a 
joint military command led 
by Egyptian War Minister 
Mohammed 
Ahmed 
Sadek, 
and Egypt is known to have 
air force bases in Syria. 
The current 
Syrian-Israel 
confrontation followed a four- 
day Israeli thrust into south 
Lebanon to destroy guerrilla 
bases in the region.

“ It’s all he thought of for 
three years,” Mrs. Gawf said 
of her son’s Air Force Acade­ 
my dream.

WASHINGTON (U PI) -The 


Senate gave President Nixon 


his first revenue sharing vic­ 
tory Thursday in adopting a 
$9 billion bill which would 
consolidate the nation’s hous­ 
ing, home subsidy and water 
and sewage programs into 
one huge fund. 
The measure was adopted 
by an 80-1 vote with Sen. Wil­ 
liam E. Brock, R-Tenn. cas­ 
ting the only opposing vote. 
U n l i k e Nixon’s original 
housing revenue sharing plan, 
under 
which 
states 
would 
draw housing funds for use at 
their own discretions, the Sen­ 
ate bill would let 
mayors 
—not governors —seek funds 
and 
give 
Washington 
far 
more discretion over how the 
money is spent. 
To get funds, cities would 
have to “ outline its plan to 
m e e t 
community 
housing 
needs, to prevent and elimi- 


nate slums and blight and to 
u p g r a d e community serv­ 
ices.” 
That language was taken by 
the 
Senate 
Banking 
Com­ 
mittee, which drafted the bill, 
to mean that cities would 
have to produce plans to pro­ 
vide housing for the poor in 
order to qualify for federal 
housing help. 
The measure would author­ 
ize housing aid totalling more 
than $9 billion for the three 
year period beginning July 1, 
1972. The actual money must 
still be appropriated before 
any funds can be spent.

Under Reapportionment 
Can Run in Either 
District, Court Rules 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P D - 


Political 
candidates 
whose 


districts have changed under 
reapportionment laws can run 


for office in either their new 


or old districts in the next 
election. 
However, a Supreme Court 
decision Thursday said a can* 
didate must move into the 
district for which he wishes to 
run before the effective date 
of the boundary change. 
The court made its decision 
in a case filed by William P. 
Wenke, a resident of the first 
supervisorial district of Orange 
County 
for 18 years. Wenke 
moved 
three blocks to get 
back into the first district aft­ 
er redistricting but the reg­ 
istrar of voters had refused to 
accept his attempt to file as a 
candidate. 
T h e 
registrar’s refusal 
stemmed from a county coun­ 
sel’s opinion that a candidate 
must 
have resided in 
the 
“ territory” of the district for 


one year prior to the election. 
The judges overturned this 
interpretation in a unanimous 
decision written by Justice 
Raymond L. Sullivan. Court 
observers said the ruling was 
expected to apply in all state 
districting and probably in 
Congressional districting 
as 
well. 
In overturning the Orange 
County ruling, the court said 
“ we think 
it 
makes 
good 
sense” to permit Wenke to 
relocate in the first district 
where he had long lived. 
“ Indeed, 
It 
may 
thwart 
Democratic process to insist 
that he may run only in his 
new district, which may con­ 
tain relatively few of his for­ 
mer fellow first district resi­ 
dents.” the decision said. 
The court specified that if a

Plastic Bullets 
Considered for 
Use in Riots 


SAN DIEGO (U P I)—A non- 
lethal riot control shell called 
“ Splat” is being studied for 
possible use if violent demon­ 
strations occur this summer at 
the Republican National Con­ 
vention. 
The plastic shell is the size 
of a shotgun cartridge but 
contains 
a 
special 
powder 
charge and two plastic pro­ 
jectiles instead of lead. 
The projectiles flatten out 
on impact and can cause a 
severe bruise but no skin pe­ 
netration, even at point blank 
range, due to the density and 
plasticity of the material. 
Tests of “ splat” have been 
made on a laboratory dog ac­ 
cording to a spokesman of 
Systems, Science and Soft­ 
ware, Inc. of La Jolla, Calif. 
The spokesman said patholo­ 
gical tests on the dog showed 
no evidence of cracked bones, 
permanent 
internal 
organ 
damage nor brain damage.

Citing a possible danger to 
public health, the Board of 
Supervisors ordered a mor­ 
atorium on the large-scale use 
of chemical weed killers by 
county departments. 
The board’s decision to halt 
the chemical use Thursday

Dr. Granville F. Knight, a 
Santa Monica allergy special­ 
ist, said in the letter, “ We 
are all exposed to too many 
chemicals in food, air and 
water.” 
“ I strongly urge the county 
Board of Supervisors to prohi­ 
bit use of Simazin and similar 
pesticides until more adequate 
studies have been made . . .” 
Knight said a number of 
mice 
tested with 
Simazin, 
which was sprayed on 3,000 
parcels of county property 
last year, developed tumors 
and illnesses. 


Edison Accused of Bias 
Against Minority Groups 


LOS AN GELES (U P I) - 
Southern 
California 
Edison 
Co. 
was 
accused 
of 
dis­ 
crimination against minority 
groups and women Thursday 
in staff reports submitted to 
the state Fair Employment 
Practice Commission. 
The commission was urged 
to use the “ full extent of its 
powers” to force the giant 
utility to increase both open­ 
ings and promotions for mi­ 
nority employes. 
Staff reports also were sub­ 
mitted on investigations of 
other utilities but the bulk of 
the 
criticism 
was 
leveled 
against Edison. 
The FFPC ’s staff said sta­ 
tistics showed discrimination 
in the employe programs of 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co. 
and Western Pacific Railroad 
and recommended continuing 
investigations. 
But Pacific Telephone and 
Telegraph Co. and Greyhound 
B u s 
C o . 
were 
virtually 
cleared of discrimination. 
The staff said PT&T and 


Greyhound 
had 
developed 
workable affirmative action 
programs and the two firms 
should merely be monitored 
from now on. 
The staff reports were ta­ 
ken under submission by the 
Commission. 
The 
Edison 
investigation 
was handled by Mrs. Carol 
Schiller who told the commis­ 
sion that minority groups and 
women both were “ grossly 
underrepresented” 
in 
the 
company and that Edison offi­ 
cials aren’t doing anything 
about it. 
She proposed that Edison 
be required to reach “ popula­ 
tion parity” by 
1976. This 
would require, she said, that 
Edison have 30.9 per cent mi­ 
nority workers by then. She 
also proposed that Edison be 
required to increase its num­ 
ber of female employes based 
on a percentage of women in 
the general work force. 
Mrs. Schiller’s report made 
these assertions: 
—Only 4.8 per cent of the 


employes In Edison’s three 
top categories are minority 
employes even though those 
categories make up 40 per 
cent 
of 
the 
firm’s 
work 
force. 
—More than 33 per cent of 
the minorities are in the three 
lowest job classes, compared 
with 13 per cent of nonmino­ 
rities. 
—More than half of nonmi­ 
nority employes 
at 
Edison 
earn 
more 
than 
$1,000 
a 
month, but only 16 per cent of 
the minorities are in that bra- 
c k e t . After Mrs. Schiller 
made her report, Edison re­ 
leased 
a 
statement 
which 
cited its policy to “ hire and 
promote without regard 
to 
race, creed, color, sex or 
age.” 
Six other major private cor­ 
porations will also be studied, 
the commission said. 
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Dad Gets Girl Back, Woman Who 
Defied Court Gets Her Freedom

board of trustees. 
Katherine had lived with 


the Sanchez couple since 1967, 
w h e n Noonan’s wife—Mrs. 


Sanchez’ 
sister—died.

ever, last August a judge 
awarded custody of Katherine 


to Noonan. 
Mrs. 
Sanchez refused 
to 
give Katherine up and defied 
a court order for five months. 
Finally, in January, Superior 
Court Judge Richard Schauer 
ordered her jailed for con­ 
tempt. 
Mrs. Sanchez was still in 
jail Thursday when Noonan 
obtained a warrant directing 
sheriff’s deputies to take the 
girl from school and bring 
her to court. The woman was 
freed Thursday evening. 


N o o n a n contended Kath­ 
erine would suffer irreparable 
injury unless he was awarded 
immediate custody and that 
the Sanchez’ were trying. to 
turn the girl against him.

The “ phantom” he referred 
to during a speech at Por­ 
tsmouth, N.H., Thursday was 
the percentage of the Demo­ 
cratic vote that he said the 
press was saying he had to 
get in order not to lose his 
generally acknowledged first 
position. These figures range 
from 50 per cent to over 60 
per cent. 
Muskie 
said 
percentages 
were not important: “ I once 
won an election by one vote 
and it stuck.” 
The Maine senator armed 
his North Carolina supporters 
with a statement saying he 
was going before the people 
of that state “ as a candidate 
for the presidency because I 
believe 
we 
share 
common 
values and common hopes for 
this country.” 
The 
North 
Carolina 
elec­ 
tions board invited 10 Demo­ 
crats and three Republicans 
—President Nixon 
and 
two 
challengers — to 
enter 
the 
primary but other than Mus­ 
kie, only Democrats George 
C. Wallace and Shirley Chi­ 
sholm have indicated an in­ 
terest so far. 
In Florida, Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey spoke of the vola­ 
tile busing issue during an ap­ 
pearance at Jacksonville, say­ 
ing 
“The 
school bus 
must 
cease to he a symbol of a na­ 
tion’s failure to provide qual­ 
ity education for all its chil­ 
dren.” 
A school busing referendum 
—proposing that state voters 
support congressional m oves £ 
for an antibusing constitution­ 
al amendment—is on Florida’s 
March 14 primary ballot. 
Humphrey, 
seeking

1968 loss to President Nixon, 
drew 865 votes in a secret 
ballot

vention of the Pennsylvania 
AFL-CIO. Muskie was second 
with 110. Other 
Democratic 
contenders combined for 62 
votes, and 
President Nixon 
got 10. 
In Florida where the na­ 
tion’s second primary will be 
held March 14, an indepen­ 
dent poll showed Gov. George 
C. W allace of Alabama lead­ 
ing the field with 25 per cent 
support compared to just un­ 
der 13 per cent for Muskie 
and Humphrey. 
Nixon’s 
re-election 
organ­ 
ization began to firm up with 
John N. Mitchell, who just re­ 
signed as attorney 
general, 
resuming his 1968 job as cam ­ 
paign manager. Mitchell told 
reporters in Washington that 
Nixon’s China trip would be 
“a tremendous plus.” 
And on the House floor, Nix­ 
on supporter Rep. Louis C. 
W y m a n , R-N. H., accused

“ My w ife’s going to beef a 
little bit,” Richard S. Buckley 
said Thursday as he was led 
out of the courtroom to jail 
after Older denied a stay. 
Buckley, who has

the public defender’s office 
for five years, also was fined 


$500. For each $100 that is not 
p a i d , 
Older ordered 
that 
Buckley spend an additional 
day in jail. 
The lawyer was cited for 
contempt for refusing to pro­ 
duce statem ents from one of 
his 
investigators 
stem m ing 
from a defendant on trial for 
assault with intent to commit 
murder. 
Older, in a separate case, 
recently found a newspaper 
reporter William T. Farr in 
contempt for refusing to di­ 
vulge his sources for a story 
about the Sharon Tate mur­ 
der trial. 


After Buckley was hustled 


off to jail, one of his deputy 


public defenders moved for a 


mistrial and asked Older to 


disqualify himself from hear­ 


ing further evidence, saying 
the judge “is no longer im­ 
partial.”

Earlier 
in 
the 
day, 
the 
judge issued a contempt cita­ 
tion against Buckley’s inves­ 
tigator, Leroy 
Patrick, 
and 
ordered him jailed for an in­ 
definite term. 
Older indicated he believed 
testimony 
from 
some 
wit- 


nesses on behalf of Fred Coz, 
whom Buckley was defending, 
may have been untrue. 
Patrick interviewed the wit­ 
nesses before they took the 
stand and had obtained writ­ 
ten statem ents. Older ordered 
Buckely to produce the state­ 
ments, but the lawyer refused 
on grounds they were a privi­ 
leged “work product” of his 
office.

Rogers reportedly has con­ 
cluded that the 20-year strain 
in U.S. Chinese relations basi­ 
cally was an aberration from 
traditional friendly ties. 


State 
D epartm ent 
spokes­ 
man Charles W. Bray report­ 
ed this outlook Thursday in 
recounting for newsmen the 
detailed briefing which Ro­ 
gers delivered to about 40 top 
State Department officials on 
President Nixon’s journey to 
Peking. 
State Departm ent officials 
said Rogers went to pains to 
be cooperative in his 
con- 
v e r s a t i o n s with Chinese 
Foreign Minister Chi Peng- 
fei, and at one point he even 
sent an urgent message to 
Washington at Chi’s request 
and got an answer back with­ 
in 10 minutes. The answer: 
If Chinese officials visit the 
United States, they will not 
have to be fingerprinted —a 
procedure the Chinese consid­ 
er demeaning. 
Bray said the “ chemistry” 
between

members cf the U.S. party 
and 
their

counter­ 
parts was “ very good.” He 
added: 
“The history of the past 20 
odd years was in that sense 
an aberration.”

Rogers briefed Nationalist

C.H. Shen on Thursday after­ 
noon as he began meeting 
with various foreign am bassa­ 
dors. On leaving the hour-long 
encounter Shen said he had 
been 
reassured 
the 
United 
States stood as strongly be­ 
hind the 1954 Defense Pact 
with Taiwan as it did a year 
ago. 
J a p a n e s e Ambassador

similarly 
said he had received reassu­ 
rances from Rogers in his 
meeting. 
T h e 
details 
of 
Rogers’ 
meetings with the am bassa­ 


dors were not disclosed in de­ 
tail but they presumably fol­ 
lowed along these lines of his 
report to the high State De­ 
partm ent officials:

fense treaty with Taiwan, a 
commitment which has never 
been in question. 
—The United States looks to 
a reduction of the 8,200 U.S.

China clearly are interested 
in expanded exchanges and 
these are likely to develop as

to China was a success.

Computer Dossiers 
He contends that the gov­ 
ernment, 
using 
computers, 
will have an easy task in 
compiling complete dossiers 
on people. In his hearings last 
year on the arm y’s spying on 
civilians, he found that the | 
Army kept track of thousands 
of people through their Social 
Security numbers. 
Social Security numbers are 
used for record-keeping pur­ 
poses in income tax returns, 
bank accounts paying inter­ 
est, credit and job applica­ 
tions. school records in many 
schools, in corporate dividend 
checks and in the military in 
place of the serial numbers 
the services once issued each 
recruit. 
Thus, Ervin fears, the gov­ 
ernment one day will be able 
to press a button and learn 
an individual’s lifetime earn­ 
ings, job, credit, tax, military, 
and school record. 
Unfavorable 
comments, 
whether proven or just hear­ 
say, could be included in such 
a m aster file say other such 
experts of the law of privacy 
and other constitutional gua­ 
rantees of freedom. 
The m atter has 
probably 
b e e n 
d i s c u s s e d 
most 
thoroughly by law scholar Ar­ 
thur Miller in his 1971 book 
“ Assault on Privacy.” 
However, 
many 
intellec­ 


tuals and social critics have 
feared this latest development 
ever since the social security 
system began in the U.S. in 
1935. The social security num­ 
bers were at first very re­ 
stricted in use but the re­ 
striction has been ignored in­ 
creasingly over the years. 
At first the ‘big brother’ 
and 
‘every person with 
a 
num ber’ concept were consid­ 
ered only fictional flights of 
fancy by novelists. 
The latest Senate proposal 


could probably end any possi­ 
bility for a U.S. citizen to 
move, change his name, and 
start a new life somewhere 
else. 
The proposal is expected to 
generate heated debate next 
month on the Senate floor and 
possibly in editorial columns 
or other forms of public opi­ 
nion discussion. 
It is not apparent yet if the 
m atter will become an issue 
in any of the 1972 political 
campaigns.

Connally Yearns 
To Quit Politics 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- 
Despite the speculation that 
buzzes 
around 
him 
these 
d a y s , Treaaury Secretary 
John B. Connally is hankering 
to return to private life. 
He said he plans to get a 
start toward that goal by 
foregoing any active role in 
the election campaigns this 
year— even his brother’s race 
for lieutenant 
governor 
in 
Texas. 
T h e only Democrat 
in 
President 
Nixon’s 
cabinet 
spelled out his plans for the 
future Thursday in a wide- 
ranging session with a small 
group of reporters over lunch 
in his private Treasury dining 
room. 
He qualified most of his an­ 
swers to personal questions 
by 
using 
such 
terms 
as 
“plans” 
or 
“expectations,” 
but it was clear he was anx­ 
ious to get out of government. 
T h e 
handsome, 
former 
three - term Texas governor 
said he expected to remain in 
his Treasury Job through Nix­ 
on’s first term, but did not 
foresee any possibility that he 
would stay on after that in 
any capacity. 
A longtime friend and pro­ 
tege of Lyndon B. Johnson, 
Connally 
handled 
the 
two 
h a r d e s t political questions 
with typical aplomb. 
—Did he see any Democrat­ 
ic ticket he could support in 
November? “Yes, I can see 
one,” he smiled. “ But the 
image is awfully fuzzy. It’s a 
long way off.” 
—Would 
he 
really 
turn 
down Nixon If he offered him 
Spiro T. Agnew’s No. 2 spot 
on the GOP ticket? “ I cer­ 
tainly don’t anticipate he’s 
going to offer me that. 
1 
wouldn’t want to anwer be­ 
yond that because no m atter 
what 1 say, it would only lead 
to more speculation.” 
Connally acknowledged “ it’s 


a strange thing for me to be 
saying” that he planned to 
skip the political conventions 
and the campaigns. He said it 
would be the first ones he had 
missed in a long time. 
He said, however, that he 
would defend Treasury De­ 
partment policies during his 
tenure —he joined the cabinet 
after the 1970 off-year elec­ 
tions. While some might con­ 
sider that to be campaigning 
for Nixon’s 
re-election, 
he 
said he did not. 
Predicting that the econo­ 
my would be “in good shape” 
by fall, Connally said Nixon 
would be hard to beat. But he 
added that any Republican 
candidate was starting with a 
disadvantage because fewer 
voters were allied with the 
GOP. 
Connally said he wanted to 
return to private life so he 
could do some of the things 
he had wanted to for a long 
time. 
“ I’ve done my part,” he 
said. “ I’ve spent a lot of my 
mature life in public service 
and I’ve got a lot of satis­ 
faction out of it. But now I’m 
d and 1 want to do some 
these other things.” 
Some of the “other things” 
that 
he 
ticked 
off 
were: 
Learning to fly, more hunting 
and fishing, travel so that he 
could really see some of the 
places he has visited, and the 
purchase of a place in south- 
e r n 
Europe—probably Ita­ 
ly—where he and his wife 
Nellie could 
spend 
a few 
months each year. 
Connally turned 55 Sunday. 
Tn addition to being governor 
and Treasury secretary, he 
was Navy secretary in John 
F. Kennedy’s administration; 
served as Johnson’s aide on 
Capitol Hill for several years; 
and won medals for his serv­ 
ice as flight operations officer 
on carriers in World War II. 
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Public Affairs TV 
Not Educational? 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I)- 
The president of the Public 
Broadcasting Service has la­ 
beled as “spurious and ridi­ 
culous” criticism public tele­ 
vision was emphasizing public 
affairs programming at the 
expense of educational pro­ 
gramming. 


Speaking Thursday before 
the Western Eucational Society 
for Telecommunications, Hart­ 
ford N. Gunn Jr. said that pub­ 
lic affairs programming, “ By 
its very nature, is educational. 
Public affairs programming 
deals with contemporary is­ 
sues, politics and events. 


“These are the very ing­ 
redients of tomorrow’s history 
books as well as today’s poli­ 
tical and social sciences.” 
At the same meeting, Anto­ 
nin Scalia, general counsel of 
the Washingtn office of Tele­ 
communications policy, said 
that if long-range financing of 


public broadcasting is to con­ 
tinue, “some device” must be 
included to “recall the system 
to its original purpose.” 
Scalia said that more than 
one-third of all nationally net­ 
worked hours were devoted to 
news and public affairs. 
He said that the public net­ 
work should be more concern­ 
ed with programs the com­ 
mercial networks are not show­ 
ing. 
“ When is the last time you 
saw a live drama on the com­ 
mercial network or Gilbert and 
Sullivan?” 
Scalia described that orig­ 
inal purpose of public broad­ 
casting as a medium which 
would “ facilitate the growth 
of community-based 
institu­ 
tions, enabling them to pro­ 
duce and exchange local pro­ 
gramming, and funding the 
production of some national 
programs for non-fixed-sched- 
ule distribution.” 


Solon: Management 
Of College Overseas 
Program Is 'Rotten' 


SACRAMENTO (U PI)-D e- 
claring the management of 
the state colleges overseas pro­ 
gram is “ rotten,” the chair­ 
man of a legislative subcom­ 
mittee says he plans to reco­ 
mmend strict controls on its 
budget. 
Assemblyman Leo J, Ryan, 
D-Burltngame, said the blame 
for the alleged irregularities 
rests with state college Chan­ 
cellor Glenn Dumke and his 
staff. 
Following hours of hearings 
Thursday, 
Ryan 
declared 
there was a “massive lack of 
concern” for the program, 
which the legislature's auditor 
general charges is 
riddled 
with mismanagement. 
The report by the auditor 
also 
asserts 
that 
students 
h a v e 
b e e n 
overcharged 
$310,545 during a five-year pe­ 
riod. 
Ryan, chairman of the As­ 
sembly Ways and Means sub­ 
committee, said, “You cannot 
escape the conclusion the way 
this thing was run has been 
rotten.” 
Ryan said he would recom­ 
mend to the full Ways and 
Means Committee that tcugh 
controls be imposed on the 
program, which allows stu­ 
dents to study at universities 
overseas. 
Ryan called the hearing to 
investigate 
the 
allegations 


that there were extravagant 
and inadequately supported 
expenditures, 
unrecorded 
bank accounts, gifts of state 
funds and other alleged irre­ 
gularities in the program. 
Ryan said, however, “al­ 
most without exception, there 
appears to be a reason for 
these things.” .But then he 
charged the management was 
“rotten.” 
Tom Lantos, former direc­ 
tor of the overseas program, 
said he had received a “ raw 
deal” and denied overcharg­ 
ing students. 
He said the surplus $310,545 
c o n s t i t u t e d an “insur­ 
ance program” for students to 
“guarantee 
that 
the 
state 
would fulfill Its contractual 
obligations.” 
Lantos complained he had 
been “tried in the press” and 
declared the allegations had 
done him “incalculable per­ 
sonal damage.” 
Lantos, who teaches eco­ 
nomics 
at 
San 
Francisco 
State College, resigned last 
year after Dumke began an 
investigation into the alleged 
mismanagement. 
Dumke said the program 
has been revised and put un­ 
der direct control of nis of­ 
fice. He said efforts were un­ 
derway to return the surplus 
to the students who had been 
overcharged, (’

Nuclear-Powered 
Heart Announced 
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WASHINGTON (U P I)—The 
National Institutes of Health 
(NIH) Thursday announced a 
major advance in the devel­ 
opment of a totally artificial, 
nuclear-powered heart. 
NIH 
spokesmen said 
the 
heart, which would be used to 
fight the nation’s leading kil­ 
ler disease, had been success­ 
fully tested in calves. 
“ The firs t 
a to m ic -p o w e re d 


h e a rt engine has been devel­ 
oped,” said Dr. Theodore Coo­ 
per, director of the National 
Heart and Lung Institute at a 
statement 
prepared 
for 
a 
news conference. “ A heart-as- 
sist system with the nuclear 
engine was implanted in a 
calf on Feb. 14.” 
Cooper said the first total 
replacement artificial heart to 
be totally implanted has been 
developed as well and has un­ 
dergone 
short-term 
animal 
tests in about 75 calves. 
For Humans Soon 
“ These achievements, and 
the opportunities they afford 
for studying 
the 
biological 
problems involved in replac­ 
ing the heart, may lead to a 
decision for developing the 
clinical systems for humans 
within a period of three and a 
half to four years,” he said. 
Cooper said the efficiency 
of the artificial heart is “ at 
least as high as the natural 
heart” when it comes to pum­ 
ping blood through the body. 
“ The heart is attached to 
the stumps of the major blood 
vessels that remain after th<* 
natural heart has been re­ 
moved,” Cooper said. 
The artificial heart is made 
of reinforced plastic with flex­ 
ible pumping chambers and 
fkx'fflRFdacron fibers that ad­ 
here to the plastic surface, an 
institute spokesman said. The 
fibers are seeded either by 
the natural blood system or 
by using mimed inner linings 
of animal (or human) blood 
vessels so that the incoming 
blood will contact living tis­ 
sues rather than the plastic. 
Like a natural heart, the arti­ 
ficial one contains four pum­ 
ping chambers. 
Potential Candidates 
NIH estimates that the po­ 


tential candidates for human 
heart replacement annually— 
either with an artificial heart 
or a transplanted one—ranges 
from 10,000 to 100,000 persons. 
However, medical interest 
in transplants has dwindled 
because of problems in get­ 
ting the recipient’s body to 
accept a foreign heart. Dur­ 
ing 1971, only 18 transplants 
were performed 
throughout 
the 
world. 
The 
total 
per­ 
formed since the first one in 
1968 was 181 as of January 1. 
Only 29 persons who received 
transplants still are living—22 
of them in the United States. 
Heart and blood vessel dis­ 
eases, collectively called car­ 
diovascular diseases, 
cause 
more than 1 million deaths a 
year in the United States and 
disable hundreds of thousands 
of other persons, according to 
a recent NIH report. 
The nuclear powered heart- 
assist system implanted in a 
calf less than three weeks ago ! 
in Waltham, Mass., consisted 
cf a six-pound, 3-by-8-inch cy­ 
linder containing a miniature , 
thermal engine with a nuclear 
h e a t 
source, 
which 
was 
placed in the abdomen, and a 
control unit in the chest. 
Energy Source 
The 
50-watt 
heat 
energy 
souce has about 100 grams of 
plutonium-238 in a three layer 
metal capsule designed and 
proven to withstand corrosion, 
high impact and crush pres­ 
sures, cremation and 
tem­ 
peratures of 2400 degrees fa- 
renheit, Cooper said. 
“ The heat from the isotop 
capsule is stored and released 
as required to power the ther­ 
mal engine . . . the hot capsule 
and heat storage material are 
surrounded by an insulation 
jacket that directs the heat 
through the engine to produce 
useful power for operating the 
implanted blood pump,” the 
NIH said. 
Half of the plutonium will 
disappear in 86 1-2 years, the 
spokesman said. However, the 
decaying process has posed 
no problem for animals on 
which the unit has been tes­ 
ted because the shielding is 
adequate, he added.

New Laws Offer Wide 
Consumer Benefits 


The 1971 legislative session saw the passage of 65 new laws 
having substantial consumer impact. The new laws become effec­ 
tive Saturday, 60 days after the legislature adjourned. 
Since the new laws offer substantial benefits to the consumer, 
Action Line would like to take time out from its problem-solving 
and report on 10 of the most important bills. 


THREE-DAY COOLING OFF PERIOD—This provides the 
buyer with the right to cancel a hom e solicitation contract of 
m ore than $50 vvitnin 72 hours after signing the agreem ent. 
You m ay cancel the agreem ent any tim e prior to m idnight of 
the third day, excluding Sunday, after the day you have signed 
an agreem ent or offer, “ if you cancel and have already m ade 
som e paym ent to the seller,” says the law, ‘‘the seller is 
entitled to retain out of the paym ent, as a cancellation fee, 
five per cent of the cash price or the goods but in no event 
m ay the seller retain m ore than $15.” 
You can cancel by m ailing a signed and dated statem ent to 
the seller, but the sponsors of the bill strongly recom m end 
that you m ail the statem ent by registered or certified m ail. 
ALTO REPAIR REGISTRATION—C reates a B ureau of Au­ 
tom otive R epair w ithin the D epartm ent of Consum er Affairs. 
U nder the bill, autom otive rep air dealers m ust register w ith 
the bureau by June 30, 1372. The dealer can have his license 
denied, suspended, or revoked, if he com m its an act involving 
dishonesty, fraud or deceit, or if he tails to live up to the 
provisions of the 18-page law. 
U nder the law, w ritten estim ates m ust be provided when 
requested, and replaced p arts m ust be shown to or returned to 
the custom er upon request, (f a w ritten estim ate is given, the 
d ealer shall not charge for work done in excess ‘‘w ithout the 
oral or w ritten consent of the custom er.” 
EMPLOYMENT AGENCIES—R equires an agency to disclose 
its fee schedule and contract term s before a contract is sig­ 
ned, and provides that no applicant for em ploym ent shall be 
charged a fee g re a te r th an his earnings on the job. 
U nder the law, if an applicant’s em ploym ent is term inated 
prio r to one y ear of em ploym ent, and the applicant had paid a 
fee for an entire year, he is due a refund. Also if an applicant 
m akes a deposit and the agency fails to find a job, it m ust 
re tu rn ihe fee v/ithin 48 hours after dem anded. If the agency 
does not com ply, it m ust pay the applicant an additional sum 
equal to the am ount deposited. 
CREDIT CARDS—This nine-page bill deals with m any a reas 
of credit card practices, including procedures for billing, bil­ 
ling erro rs, dissem ination of false credit inform ation, and 
unauthorized use of credit card. It also allows the cardholder 
to raise the sam e legal defenses against the card issu er that 
he could against a retailer. In other w ords, if XYZ cred it 
com pany receives paym ents for a TV you purchased from B’s 
TV, and you discover th at the TV is a three-year old TV 
instead of a new one that w as represented, and B’s TV goes 
out of business, you can now raise your legal defense against 
XYZ credit com pany. 
The law also provides that every card issuer shall correct 
any billing e rro r within 60 days from the d ate notified, and 
lim its the liability for stolen credit cardholders to $50. 
WARRANTIES — This long and involved bill clarifies the 
Consum er W arranty Act of 1970, and deals with the express 
and im plied w arranties and the rights and repsonsibilities of 
the parties involved. While it is difficult for Action Line to 
sum m arize the bill in a few paragraphs, it does require th at 
every m anufacturer, distributor, or retailer m aking w arranties 
do so in readily understood language. 
Action Line has found that m any of the w arranty problem s 
a re caused because the buyer did not read and understand the 
provisions, an d we urge our readers to read and re-read these 
conditions. 
MAIL ORDER SALES—A consum er is no longer required to 
refuse an offer to purchase; if goods a re m ailed they m ay be 
considered a gift. 
W hat this m eans is that if you receive a package in the m ail 
and it has a note attached that says, ‘‘send $5.95 to . . .” you 
m ay keep the package without sending the money. Action Line 
believes th at m erchants who have been practicing this will no 
doubt cease the practice, and we doubt if our readers will be 
receiving free presents. 
FUNERAL SERVICES.— R equires funeral directors to pro­ 
vide the potential purchaser w ith prescribed w ritten or printed 
inform ation concerning prices, fees and other charges. It also 
requires the pricing of caskets individually, irrespective of the 
type of services purchased, and requires funeral directors to 
place the price on each casket and have available for sale any 
casket used in determ ining the advertised price of any funeral 
service. 
It also prohibits crem atories from m aking or enforcing rules 
requiring rem ains to be placed in a casket before crem ation or 
requiring rem ains to be crem ated in a casket. 
MOBILE HOME WARRANTIES - Im poses specific w ar­ 
ranty duties on m anufacturers and dealers of mobile hom es. 
R equires express w arranty that a m obile hom e is free from 
substantial defects in m aterials and w orkm anship and th at the 
m anufacturer or dealer will correct defects if notified within 
one y ear and 10 days after the date of delivery. 
SMALL CLAIMS COURTS—Increased the 
jurisdiction of 
sm all claim s court from $300 to $500. 
MAIL ORDER—In a previous colum n Ac tion Line has hailed 
this new bill m aking it unlawful to fail to deliver m ail ordered 
goods within six weeks, unless an extended delivery date is 
specilied in the advertisem ent.

—Removal of a wall behind 
the inform ation 
desk, 
at

projected cost of $3,500, 
to 
“ allow g reater visibility and 
flexibility in the front of the 
library and thereby aid in se­ 
cu rity .” 
A n o t h e r board recom ­ 
m endation for the installation 
of a public address system 
the council said it would con­ 
sider at budget sessions.

District Must Face 
Issues of Integration 


Pomona Schools Supt. Robert Wentz disclosed 
Tuesday night what progress a district committee 
on quality education and racial integration has 
made in two months of weekly meetings. 
The committee has zeroed in, ho said, on a prop­ 
osal to restructure the school system by grade group­ 
ings and to involve some transportation to racially 
balance the schools in Pomona and Diamond Bar. 
The scheme 
proposes 
that 
some 
elementary’ 
schools would 
have 
kindergarten 
through 
third 
grade, otheis would have fourth through sixth 
grades. The secondary classes would be grouped in 
three school settings, one lor 7th and 8th graders, 
another for 9th and 10th graders, and the other for 
11th ana 12th graders. 
The exact plan spelling out which schools would 
be designated for what groupings, and the costs for 
staffing and transportation, w ill be forthcoming in 
about a month when the ooard will consider it for 
Implementation, There is no commitment yet to im­ 
plement it. 
Went/, said that the rationale behind the integra­ 
tion study, requested by the board of education, is 
that desegregation motivates individual student ach­ 
ievement, thus the general achievement level of the 
district is Improved, lie said also that court rulings 
and state legislation require that the district make 
every efforl to prevent and eliminate racial imba­ 
lance in the schools. 
In the weeks ahead there will be much citizen 
concern over an Integration plan. It will bo emotion­ 
al, because busing is an emotional issue and a na­ 
tional concern. 
Even after the specifics are known, that does not 
mean that the plan will be put into effect. It has to 
be approved by the board of education and lrom 
there it goes to the state department of education 
for consideration. 
t 
Chances are that there is not sufficient time to 
implement any plan for the 1972-73 school year, and 
the 1 1973-74 would be the earliest possible time. 
Thus, there will be ample lime and opportunity 
for the community to respond. The public will be 
asked to weigh * the advantages of 
integration 
against the obvious disadvantages which include 
busing, dissolution of the neighborhood school con­ 
cept, and loss of school loy alties. 
Unquestionably, these are issues that are very 
real, ana issues th >i could easily* split the commu­ 
nity and cause additional problems lor the school 
district. That would serve no useful purpose, since 
the problem - rt nand and must be faced. 
W e urge all concerned parents and citizens to ap­ 
proach any proposed plan for integration in a calm 
and rational manner so that a constructive solution 
to the problem may be found.

is what happened in that state 
in 1962. He lost the race for 
governor against the Demo­ 
cratic incumbent, Edmund (1. 
(Pat) Brown by nearly 300,- 
000 votes. 
A Californian who played a 
leading part in that campaign 
attributes the defeat in large 
measure to the resentment of 
the right. In getting down into 
the sweaty arena of state po­ 
litics they felt Nixon was de­ 
meaning himself. On election 
day they stayed home in large 
numbers. 
This could happen again. 
Add to the dissaffection on the 
right the fact of California’s 
seven 
per 
cent 
unemploy­ 
ment, and the threat at both 
ends of the politicl spectrum 
is plain. The President has 
been promising more funds 
for the aerospace industry, 
but whether promises can be 
translated into jobs for dis­ 
placed workers quickly enough 
to turn around the economy of 
the most-populous state in the 
union is questionable. 
That herald of the divine 
right of the very, very rich, 
H. L. Hunt, sometimes b'Med 
as the richest man in the 
world, has called Mr. Nixon 
“ the worst President we’ve 
Farmers used to mark time during the Ion? win­ 
ter months, nun bo interrupting routine maintenance 
chorea to tune into the noon livestock report. 
Today, more and more of them anxiously await 
the weekend weather forecast, lor more and more of 
them are beginning to harvest a new winter crop. 
That “ crop'* is snow — or rather, the townspeople 
who, in growing numbers, are going for winter 
sports in a big way anti are looking lor new areas 
in which to enjoy them. 
Combine this demand for snow with the already 
slippery business of farming profitably in a suburban 
area and you have a situation like that described by 
Bernard Kinney, a member of the Burkhardt, Wis., 
Cooperative Assn., who last year turned his 240-a< re 
homestead farm into a winter recreation area with 
snowmobile trails anti sliding hills. 
“ In the whole township I don't think there’s a 
dozen farmers milking cows,” he says. 
Harvesting this new “ crop” is more than a matter 
of merely putting out a welcome sign, notes the Mid­ 
land Cooperator. As with other kinds of farming, it 
requires investment in a myriad of items: A tractor 
equipped to pack snow on hills for skiing or sliding. 
Tow ropes. Trail markers. A converted barn or farm­ 
house with facilities for dispensing hot coffee and 
cocoa. And advertising. 
Next time you complain about the snow that- 
makes winter in the city such a pain, remind your­ 
self that at least it’s good for the farmer.

T h e Justice 
Department 
and International Telephone 
and Telegraph are now trying 
to lie their way out of a scan­ 
dal over the suspicious, sud­ 
den settlement of a landmark 
anti-trust suit against ITT. 
In earlier columns, we dis­ 
closed 
a 
remarkable 
ITT 
memo indicating the Justice 
Department granted the fav­ 
orable settlement in exchange 
for cash support of the upcom­ 
ing Republican convention in 
San Diego. 
The author of the memo, 
ITT lobbyist Dita Beard, told 
us she arranged the settle­ 
ment herself in a private con­ 
versation with Attorney Gen­ 
eral John Mitchell at a Ken­ 
tucky dinner party. 
Mitchell refused to talk to 
us. A spokesman, John Hush- 
en, urged us to withhold our 
story until he could “ get our 
ducks in a row.” He then 
waited three days before cal­ 
ling us back with a terse 
statement from Mitchell. 
The statement says the at­ 
torney General “ was not in­ 
volved in any way with the 
Republican 
National 
Com­ 
mittee convention negotiations 
and had no knowledge of any­ 
one from the committee or 
elsewhere dealing with Inter­ 
national Telephone and Tele­ 
graph.” 
This is false. In mid-May 
last year, California Lt. Gov. 
Ed Reinecke and an aide, E l­ 
gar Gillenwaters, met whh 
Mitchell in his Washington of­ 
fice to discuss efforts to hold 
the convention in San Diego 
Mitchell Misleads 
Wo eould not reach Rei- 
necke, but Gillenwaters told 
us he and Reinecke personal­ 
ly informed Mitchell that IT T 
had offered to put up as 
much as $400,000 to support a 
GOP convention in San Diego. 
“ He liked the idea of (hav­ 
ing the convention in) San 
Diego,” Gillenwaters said of 
Mitchell. “ He didn’t need any 
persuading. He said, ‘If you 
can do it, more power to 
you.’ ” 
ITT also issued a statement 
on the matter which insisted 
that only its lawyers were au­ 


thorized to deal with the Jus­ 
tice Department on the anti­ 
trust cases. 
“ Neither 
Mrs. 
Beard nor anyone else except 
legal counsel was authorized 
to carry on such 
negotia­ 
tions,” the statement said. 
This is also false. 
Felix 
Rohatyn, an investment ban- 
kec and director of ITT, told 
us he held a series of about a 
half-dozen 
secret 
meetings 
during the merger negotia­ 
tions with Deputy Attorney 
General Richard Kleindienst. 
Rohatyn said he was specifi­ 
cally authorized to “ make the 
case on the economic side” 
by ITT President Harold S. 
Geneen. 
Rohatyn’s acknowledgement 
also puts the lie to an earlier 
statement by Kleindienst, who 
has now been named to re­ 
place Mitchell as Attorney 
General. On December 
13, 
Kleindienst wrote to Demo- 
c r a t i c National Chairman 
Larry O’Brien to deny that 
high-level political 
pressure 
had been exerted on the Jus­

S e n a t e Foreign Relations 
Committee has received two 
favorable reports on the radio 
stations but has refused to 
make them public, and that a 
Senate bill to finance the pro­ 
ject and a house bill author­ 
izing creation of a semi-gov­ 
ernmental 
commission 
to 
oversee a similar service has 
been stalemated. Mr. Steele 
says he has rquested chair­ 
man J. William Fulbright to 
publish the reports made to 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee 
and 
has 
asked 
Congress to keep the radio 
service alive pending a study 
of the findings in the reports. 


Press Disturbed 
Meanwhile, 
the 
European 
press is disturbed over the 
possibility that “ radio Free 
E u r o p e ’ ’ might be dis­ 
continued. The London Times 
a few days ago said in an edi­ 
torial that the American sta­ 
tion “ provides a calmer and 
more factual news 
service 
that is very widely heard in 
eastern Europe.” The edito­ 
rial added: 
“ It is not always perfect 
but it clearly meets a very 
deeply felt need among its lis­ 
teners, as any traveler in 
Eastern Europe can testify. It 
gives them news about the 
world and about their own do­ 
mestic affairs that 
is 
not 
available from their own con­ 
trolled press, lt also has a 
first class research depart­ 
ment which provides back­ 
ground material for scholars, 
institutions, 
governments, 
journalists and other subscri­ 
bers in the west. This two- 
way flow of information is 
needed on both sides 
and 
would be very difficult to re­ 
place. 
“ Naturally Radio Free Eur­ 
ope is a thorn in the flesh of 
I ast European governments 
because it breaks their mo­ 
nopoly of information. 
For 
them, truth in any form is an 
enemy agent. It can therefore 
he said to undermine their 


system, hut only so long as 
people 
want 
to 
listen 
to 
it . . . 
“ Meanwhile, whether its ac­ 
tivities can be regarded as 
i m p r o p e r interference de­ 
pends on what you mean by 
detente. As the communists 
t h e m s e l v e s never tire of 
pointing out, detente does not 
mean 
ending 
the 
peaceful 
competition between two sys­ 
tem. What it should mean 
is codifying the rules on a 
fair and equal basis. 
“ There is no reason why 
these rules 
should 
exclude 
peaceful and equal competi­ 
tion between ideas. Indeed, 
this is one of the basic values 
of the western world which 
should he most vigorously de 
fended. Nor can anyone say 
that the communists do not 
have an equal chance. They 
have free access for their 
ideas in 
western 
markets. 
They can work through legal 
publications and legal com­ 
munist 
parties. 
They 
can 
broadcast as much as they 
wish, 
and 
as 
their 
pro­ 
grammes 
on 
Ulster 
have 
shown they can win all the 
prizes for vicious inaccuracy. 
“ The west has far fewer 
means at its disposal. To give 
up Radio Free Europe would 
be a gratuitous act of ap­ 
peasement that would unba­ 
lance things even more and 
would be a very severe blow 
to the millions of people in 
Eastern Europe who still look 
to the west not only for infor­ 
mation but for the defense of 
values in which they believe, 
and which even many progres­ 
sive communists regard as 
vital for the salvation of their 
system.” 
More Debate 
Congress has not debated 
the question thoroughly, and 
presumably 
hasn’t 
studied 
the facts contained in the spe­ 
cial reports which the Senate 
Foreign Relations committee 
has had prepared. If these 
were made public, the nation 
would learn of the importance 
of “ Radio Free Europe” and 
“ Radio Liberty.” The United 
States has performed no grea­ 
ter act of information dis­ 
tribution than has been ac­ 
complished by radio stations 
that tell what is happening all 
over 
the 
world, 
including 
events of international signifi­ 
cance. This news reaching 
into communist countries hae 
been useful in contradicting 
propaganda 
misrepresenta­ 
tions. 
Many members of Congress 
are puzzled that any effort 
should be made to abolish 
“ Radio Free 
Eruope” 
and 
“ Radio Liberty,” which have 
rendered so valuable a serv­ 
ice to the world.

Berry’s World 
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Citizens Protest But Rowland 
Schools Okay Integration Steps

ROWLAND 
HEIGHTS 
— 
The Board of Education took 
three steps toward a possible 
integration program Thursday 
night despite the protests of 
several hundred determined, 
boisterous parents. 
The board passed by the 
same 3-2 margin an “equal- 
education” policy, and a fed- 
eral-funding request for inte­ 
gration 
monies, 
and 
then 
agreed by a 4-1 vote to par­ 
ticipate in a proposed USC 
study aimed at bettering in­ 
tergroup relations and educa­ 
tion for students of Mexican- 
American background. 
Persons in the audience im­ 
mediately 
announced 
they 
would 
begin 
recall 
efforts 
against the three board mem­ 
bers who supported the first 
two m easures, Neta Paige, 
Louie 
Guzman 
and 
Louise 
Hillenbrand. 
Board member Phil Ander­ 
son refused to back any of 
t h e 
proposals 
and 
Board 
President 
John 
Blackburn 
voted only for the USC study. 


394 to 6 
The vast majority of some 
400 parents who attend the 
session said they wanted the 
board to take no action on 
anything related to integra­ 
tion, and showed it by a hand 
vote. Only about six persons 
backed the board action. 
Harold 
Fulton, 
a 
parent, 
spoke first and seemed 
to 


speak for many others. He 
charged that there was “ no 
other way to do it (integrate) 
without busing.” 
“ I think we are all here to­ 
night sayings, ‘No, this is not 
what we want,” he said. “ We 
don’t want any 
move, 
the 
USC (program ) or any other 
move. We will take out gam­ 
ble with the courts. 


Not My Children 
**. . . When they start fool­ 
ing around with our children, 
then they are going to get our 
dander up, and that’s just 
what's happened. 
For me, 
they are not busing them (my 
children) anywhere.” 
“That’s 
for 
all 
of 
us,” 
shouted someone from the au­ 
dience. 
Packed into the Rincon In­ 
term ediate School auditorium, 
the audience (cheered loudly) 
when any speaker said he op­ 
posed busing for integration, 
and hit board members with 
catcalls when they heard a 
disliked rem ark. 
Asst. Supt. Raymond Cook 
stressed that the district was 
“playing for tim e” by passing 
the equal-education resolution

applying 
for

funds. 
“ If the Board does not take 
action, we are in real jeopar­ 
dy that we would face a court

schools,” he said. 
“ We are playing for time in 
1973 rather than be forced to 
do it in 1972.” 


The equal-education resolu­ 
tion 
says 
that 
the 
board 
would hope to have a devel­ 
oped integration program in 
operation by September, 1973. 
School 
officials 
stressed 
however, if the board could 
show federal and state offi­ 
cials that the district was de- 
peloping a plan for the 1973 
date, they would not be faced 
with a court order calling for 
a n 
earlier 
implementation 
date. 
Busing Outlawed? 
In the meantime, 
adm in­ 
istrators said, integration re­ 
quirement may be loosened 
or busing outlawed. 
Neil Finney, another par­ 
ent, disagreed, though. “ We 
are not really buying tim e,” 
he said. “ Somebody up here 
is kidding us. Let’s not kid 
each other. You are not try­ 
ing to buy time; you are try­ 
ing to stampede us into doing 
something.” 
A. John Lewis charged that 
if whites 
had 
not 
created 
segregated, unequal schools, 
they would not be faced with 
the busing problem. 
“ If 
you 
people 
had 
not 
created 
this 
monster, 
we 
would not today have to be 
worried aout it . . . If justice 
was done in the first place, if 
the schools were equal,” he 
said. 
Charles Schneider, said he 
felt the board was taking the 
right action. He stressed that 
h e o p p o s e d busing, and 
agreed that the board might 


buy the district some time by 
going ahead with the study. 
Questioned 
after the 
dis­ 
cussion, 
Supt. 
Stan Oswald 
said that if the district’s fed­ 
eral funding request was ap­ 
proved, the board would have 
to conduct an integration stu­ 
dy but would not necessarily 
have to put the resulting plan 
into operation. 
‘Total’ Integration 
The funding proposal calls 
for the federal government to 
allot 
the 
Rowland 
district 
about $130,000 to hire two, 
possibly 
three, 
integration 
snecialist 
(and 
additional 
clerical personnel) to work 
with teachers, adm inistrators, 
and parents to “ devise alter­ 
nate” ways to “ achieve total 
desegregation and integration 
by Seotf'mber 1, 1973.” 
According to written prop­ 
osal, 
the specialists 
would 
conduct 
inservice 
programs 
for staff,” serve on school 
and community committees, 
and be on call for minority 
groups 
requiring 
legitimate 
assistance in school related 
problems incident to desegre­ 
gation.” 
If approved, the program 
would be funded from March, 
1972 to September, 1973. 
The equal-education policy 
says in part that the district 
is determined “ to exert all ef­ 
fort, 
consistent 
with 
sound 
educational principles, to pre­ 
vent and eliminate ethnic im­ 
balance in pupil enrollm ent.” 
Currently, 80 per cent of the 


district’s 4,131 attend schools 
north of the Pomona Free­ 
way. 
Schools 
south 
of 
the 
freeway have mostly Anglo 
students. 
Most of the 
dis­ 
trict’s few black students at­ 
tend schools north of the free­ 
way, too. 
The USC project would in­ 
volve about 30 parents, ad­ 
m inistrators 
and 
teachers 
from four school districts, in­ 
cluding Rowland. 
The participants would be 
trained to return to their dis­ 
tricts and work with school 
staffs and parents on an inte­ 
gration. 
Rowland officials view the 
program as a 
possible 
al­ 
ternative to a full busing pro­ 
gram , which they admit, is 
the possible means of integra­ 
tion 
under 
present 
regula­ 
tions. 
Anderson defended his no 
votes by saying that he was 
opposed to busing and that he 
was not in favor of “going to 
Washington to get out money 
back locally to establish a 
program whose legality has 
not been established.” 
Blackburn said he “ would 
like to look at the problem on 
a district level” rather than 
ask the federal government 
for assistance. 
“ I hope that that is no in­ 
terpretation by 
anybody 
in 
any way . . . . that I am not 
for equal educational opportu­ 
nities within this district,” he 
added. 


Final Say on 
Merit Agency Asks More Powers

Many reasons are put forward to explain the nationwide 
increase in the popularity of handball in the past decade and 
there is probably validity in most of them. 
The recent concern for health has led many men to this 
inexpensive and satisfying diversion to keep heart, lungs and 
legs in workable condition and possibly extend one’s stay 
among the quick by a few years. Others delight in puffing 
around a handball court court for an hour a day in order to 
keep down expanding girth. 
Some men may be attracted to the sport as the only game in 
which the national champion smokes up a storm and drinks 
like it was going out of style. Paul Haber, the Peck’s Bad Boy 
of handball, leads a life ¿hat would put most men in a con­ 
valescent home, but he’s won the national singles title five of 
the last six years. 
As you know, handball is the gam e where four men in their 
underwear race around a large white room in pursuit of a 
small black ball. The gam e can be played at all ages, from 
tender youth to old age. As a rule, the thoughtful handballer 
selects opponents who are just learning the game, or who are 
several years older than he. A friend of mine, by careful 
choice of opponents, hasn’t lost a m atch since the spring of 


1963. 
Few games lend themselves more to the subtle art of ga­ 
mesmanship than handball. All the techniques of winning with­ 
out actually cheating can be brought into play — arriving late 
for a match with a prompt opponent, taking an unconscio­ 
nable time to warm up, questioning close calls with lofted 
eyebrows or an incredulous heak shake — the list is endless. 
You throw your opponent a little off-stride by being the op­ 
posite of everything he is. If he is dapper, you show up in a 
torn sweatshirt and mismatched shoes. If he arrives with only 
a handball and gloves, you bring a satchel with several pairs of 
gloves dangling from it; you bring your towel; you slip a sweat- 
band around your head, an Ace bandage on your “ game 
knee; you fasten your glasses with elastic. 
If your opponent is the impatient type, go many times 
through the ritual ot bouncing his ball and yours to see which 
is the livelier. Advance to the serving line at a leisurely saun­ 
ter stop the game from tim e to time to wipe your glasses or 
get a drink ot water; regale him with uninteresting anecdotes. 
Needless to say, you don’t invoke the principles of gam esm an­ 
ship if you can beat the guy anyway, but in handball, as in 
tennis, golf and a few other games, the race is not always to 


the swiftest.

DEAR DR. BROTHERS: 
To hear my mother-in-law 
talk, you’d think she was on 
her last leg. If you ask her 
how she is, she always has 
some complaint—she 
didn’t 
sleep well, she has a splitting 
headache, she has a peculiar 
pain in her chest, or she feels 
“ stiff.” The truth is she’s as 
healthy as any woman of 62, 
if not healthier. The annoying 
thing is that my husband gets 
needlessly worried when all 
she has is indigestion.—P.T. 
Dear P.T.: Your mother-in- 
law’s frequent health reports 
may be motivated by a feel­ 
ing of loss of parental in­ 
fluence. 
One of the most potent wea­ 
pons of the older adult, ac­ 
cording to psychologist Ha­ 
rold Geist, is complaints of 
fatigue, 
pain, nausea, 
and 
general discomfort. By com­ 
plaining about his health he is 
able to create feelings of guilt 
and anxiety in his grown chil­ 
dren who may 
irrationally 
blame themselves for their 
parents suffering. 
The parent who finds him­ 
self playing a role of reduced 
importance in his children’s 
lives and has difficulty ad­ 
justing to his loss of parental 
power and prestige is espe­ 
cially likely to resort to the 
ploy 
of 
c o n s t a nt 
hypo­ 
chondria. He soon discovers 
he is more likely to get the 
compliance and attention he 
wants if he emphasizes his 
failing health. 


This is not to imply that 
your 
mother-in-law’s 
aches 
and pains are in any way 


imaginary. At any rate, she 
does succeed in making your 
husband, 
if not you, 
con­ 
cerned. However, it is also 
possible that y<5u are being 
somewhat harsh and unfair in 
your judgment ot her com­ 
plaints. You seem to feel that 
since she is in fairly good 
health, considering her age, 
that her complaints are un­ 
warranted. You imply that a 
62-year-old woman should be 
counting her blessings rather 
than her problems. 
Your attitude is not unusual 
among younger adults who 
can’t 
understand why older 
adults find it hard to “ grow 
old gracefully.” The truth is 
that it is not always easy to 
accept the physical changes 
of age, especially since they 
often mean an impairment of 
function and a reduction of 
mobility. Poorer sight, poorer 
hearing, loss of teeth, not to 


m e n t i o n any number of 
c h r o n i c diseases common 
among the elderly are not 
welcomed by the older adult. 
In another sense, even the 
most ordinary symptom may 
be highly distressing to the ol­ 
der adult who fears that the 
minor symptom may herald a 
more serious condition. To a 
degree, a certain amount of 
anxiety in this regard is to be 
expected. 
Instead of being so critical 
and suspicious of your moth- 
c r-i n-1 a w ’ s ailments you 
might try being a bit more 
sympathetic and concerned. 
That you are annoyed by your 
husband’s 
concern 
suggests 
you resent his ties to his 
mother. 
If 
you 
expressed 
more interest and concern, 
your husband might feel less 
compelled to defend and hu­ 
mor his mother indiscrimi­ 
nately.

A—General Motors, as well as other automotive issues, is 
affected by cyclical economic trends. In the decade through 
the mid-60s the economy was in a strong expansionary phase; 
General Motors’ sales, earnings and market action reflected 
that uptrend. Your purchase was timed to coincide with a 
peak year for G.M. Earnings since have failed to return to the 
record set them. In the 1971 year, sales hit a record at $28 
billion and earnings at $6.72 a share were close to 1965’s $7.41. 


Indications that 1972 should be a year of gradual economic 
recovery augur well for this industry leader. Some broadening 
of the dividend, limited of course by Phase 2 restrictions, and 
a moderate gain in 1972 earnings are anticipated. Share action 
should parallel any earnings progress. 


Q—My husband, before his death, purchased 400 shares of

cents quarterly or $.320 annually on your 400 shares. Diversi­ 
fied Mortgage (NYSE), a mortgage investment trust, dis­ 
tributes at least 90 per cent of its earnings to shareholders in 
order to retain its tax-exempt status. Dividends are, however, 
taxable for shareholders, ln 1971, this trust declared dividends 
amounting to $2.34 a share producing a yield of 8.4 per cent. 
Shares have, as well, long-term growth potential. Diversified is 
closely affiliated with Continental Investment Trust, one of the 
oldest companies in this field.

The Doctor Comments 
Surgery Is a Help If Valves Are Shut 


The “eye” of a hurricane is 
its center, a calm area which 
measures about 20 miles acr­ 
oss.

DEAR DR. LAMB — I have 
recently been told 1 have m it­ 
ral stenosis and will 
most 
likely need surgery in time. I 
had rheum atic 
fever as 
a 
child which is what caused 
this condition. I have lived 
with it for 33 years and en­ 
joyed reasonably good health. 
When then would I need sur­ 
gery? 
I 
have a 
persistent 
cough and am very nervous. 
Is this related to the disease? 
What could be done in surge­ 
ry and what kind of recovery 
is there? 
D ear Reader — I will as­ 
sume your statem ent is cor­ 
rect and that you have m itral 


stenosis. Now, of course, 
I 
can’t tell you how severe it is 
just on the basis of the infor­ 
mation in your letter. 


For the benefit of other rea­ 
ders, m itral stenosis involves 
the valve in the left side of 
the heart at the opening be- 
t w e e n the upper sac-like 
cham ber called the left at­ 
rium and the lower heavy 
pumping cham ber called the 
left ventricle. This valve is 
formed by two big leaflets 
and when the two leaves close 
together it prevents the back­ 
flow of blood when the heart 
is pumping blood out to the 
rest of the body. As a compli­ 
cation of 
rheumatic 
fever, 


scars form over these two 
leaflets 
until 
they 
become 
bound together and can’t open 
properly. This obstructs the 
opening between the upper 
and lower part of the heart 
and the reduced opening of 
the m itral valve is then called 
m itral stenosis. 


The changes in the valve 
occur slowly after rheum atic 
fever. Not everyone who has 
rheum atic fever develops it. 
The gradual change makes 
the opening get sm aller and 
sm aller until finally it is so 
small that it begins to cause 
trouble in the function of the 
heart. Sometimes the m itral 
stenosis is so severe that the 


opening is as small as the 
end 
of 
a 
cigarette. 
This 
causes pressure to build up 
behind the obstructed valve 
which leads to engorgement 
of the lungs with blood. This 
can indeed cause a cough 
which you complain of. It can 
also cause shortness of breath 
and sometimes cause people 
to cough up blood if one of 
the engorged 
blood vessels 
ruptures. 


Whether 
a 
person 
needs 
surgery or not depends a lot 
on how big the opening is. If 
there is very little obstruction 
surgery can be postponed or 
avoided. 
The question of surgery de­ 


pends on the nature of the de­ 
fect in the valve. Sometimes 
the scar tissue between the 
two leaflets is 
m erely cut 
away so that the leaflets can 
move 
norm ally 
again 
and 
there will be a normal open­ 
ing. This can be done by cut­ 
ting a little hole in the saclike 
part of the heart and with the 
finger or with a blade in the 
finger gradually freeing the 
two leaflets from scar tissue. 
A second approach is to use 
open heart surgery — open 
the 
heart and correct the 
valve or, if need be, remove 
it and replace it with a mech­ 
anical valve. 
The recovery varies a great 
deal depending upon the rest 
of the status of the heart, the 
individual 
and which oper­ 
ation is performed. In general 
there have been very good re­ 
sults from this operation.

One thing about an athletic season, it’s over when it’s over. 
T here a re n ’t any loose ends to take c a re of. You sta rt fresh 
when ‘‘next y e a r” arrives. 


Its being over is som etim es the hardest thing to accept. 
T here are a lof of ‘if only” conversations if a team has a 
w inning season but m isses a cham pionship. 


T h at’s the kind of basketball season it w as for Mt. San 
Antonio College’s Dan Spindler, the 6-foot-9 center from Row­ 
land High, who w as selected the Pom ona V alley’s junior col­ 
lege player of the y ear this week. 


It w asn’t a bad y ear lor the M ounties. Or Spindler, who led 
the South Coast Conference in rebounding. 


But MSAC passed on the cham pionship. Fullerton grabbed 
th at honor with a perfect 12-0 conference record and 30-2 for 
the season, which continues in the state JC cage playoffs. 


The M ounties w ere 9-3 and 18-9 overall — good enough for 
the runnerup slot in the SCC. But it’s all over now. Until next 
year. 


There m ight not have been any “ next y e ars” for Spindler, 
who didn’t get to play as a senior a t Rowland High because of 
a knee injury which required an operation. 


it w as a disappointm ent. Spindler, who started playing bas­ 
ketball in the sixth grade w as looking forw ard to a big senior 
y ear and a chance to play in college. 


Determination 


“ No. I never considered quitting basketball. It (the injury) 
ju st gave m e m ore determ ination to go on.” 


Coach G ene V ictor took a chance on Spindler at MSAC and 
w orked him into the lineup a y ear ago, along with another 
Rowland High product, R oger C’ahoon. 


The big cen ter responded w ith a 10-point and 10 rebound p er 
gam e average. 


He figures it could have been better than that except for 
m issing the experience of his junior y e a r at Rowland. 


‘‘I never had the chance to play as a senior,” he says. “ But 
I know I’ve im proved a g reat deal. I would say about 50 per 
cent over m y first y ear at MSAC and I think I can get b etter.” 


Dan upped his av erages this season to 17.8 points and 13 
boards.

Although this w as a winning season for the M ounties and a 
rew arding one personally for Spindler — until this y ear his 
only honor athletically w as honorable m ention on the all­ 
league team his jurior y ear a t Rowland — he is not altogether 
satisfied.

NEW YORK (U PI)—David 
Rabe’s theme in “ Sticks and 
Bones,” which opened Wed­ 
nesday night at the John Gol­ 
den Theater, is the breaking 
up of a typical and pros­ 
perous American family as a 
result of the Vietnam War. 
It is almost brutal in its de­ 
piction of this disintegration 
as the play goes its macabre 
and bizarre way to a horrify­ 
ing climax. 
Jeff Bleckner has directed 
in a manner that makes the 
action take on a larger-than- 
life appearance at times, and 
at first this is not only puzzl­ 
ing but somewhat annoying. 
But as the pattern of the 
writing and its interpretation 
becomes more apparent, this 
becomes acceptable. 
The production was brought 
to the Broadway district by 
producer Joseph Papp from 
his off-Broadway base, the 
Public Theater, where it was 
first presented last November 
as an offering of his New 
York 
Shakespeare 
Festival 
organization. 
The family consists of a 
f a t h e r named Ozzie, the 
mother. Harriet, a 
guitar- 
playing younger son, Rick, 
and an older son, David. 
David returns from Viet­ 
nam after being blinded, and 
the family has not been pre­ 
pared for this shock. After fu­ 
tile efforts to make things ap­ 
pear normal, animosity be­ 
gins to grow between the bit­ 
ter David and the rest of the 
family. 
They no longer have any­ 
thing in common. The parents 
and brother are shocked to 
learn that in Vietnam David 
lived for a time with a native 
girl whom he still loves. They 
are grateful that he wasn’t 
able to bring her back with 
him, for if he had, there 
wouM have been a danger of 
“ yellow’’ grandchildren. 
The family priest is as­ 
saulted by David when he 
tries to bring him out of the 
dumps, the animosity between 
father and David mounts. 
At the grisly end, the other 
three admit that they wish 
David would kill himself, as 


he Is no use to them or to 
himself. 
Rabe is a new writer who 
demonstrates 
a 
talent 
for 
creating strong dramatic si­ 
tuations and the nerve to car­ 
ry them out even at the risk 
of overdoing occasionally. He 
also has a flair for bringing a 
poetic feeling to his dialogue 
at times, but apparently he 
can discipline himself in this 
department so he doesn’t let 
fancy writing get out of hand. 
The players do an excellent 
job throughout. Tom Aldredge

Broody Budgie Has 
Disposition Change

DEAR DR. M ILLER: Mrs. 
Budgie spent her first year 
w i t h 
us 
being 
pleasant, 
friendly, chatty 
(bird talk 
only). But all that is changed 
now. She has been laying 
eggs off and on lately. She 
has become Independent, ar­ 
gumentative and bites at the 
slightest provocation. She has 
a habit of brooding and it is a 
challenge to get her up from 
her comer for egg-laying to 
join the family. If these eggs 
were big enough to eat we 
could put up with her grumpy 
disposition but, as it is, it 
eeems a complete waste for 
all concerned. How long is it 
going to take her to realize 
that sitting on sterile eggs is 
a waste of time and ef- 
fort?-F.O. 


Dear F.O.: Mrs. Budgie is 
only doing what comes natu­ 
rally. Or, as much of what 
comes naturally aa she can, 
solo. The logical alternatives 
are (1) Provide her with a 
feathered friend who could 
make her dreams come true 
or, (2) discourage her com­ 
pletely by drastically decreas­ 
ing the amount of light she is 
exposed to daily. This will 
probably dampen her “ deter- 
m i n e d ’ ’ hormone system 
enough to stop the egg laying. 
Ir it doesn’t, a veterinarian 
might give her a hormone in­

At

said that it was kennel cough 
and it might last six weeks. 
The trouble was that Lassie 
only lasted three weeks. Do 
you have any idea why? We 
are going to get another dog 
soon and we don’t want that 
to happen again. Too expen­ 
sive. She was pure blooded 
an d we p a i d $125 for 
her.—G.E. 
Dear G.E.: Presuming the 
cough was kennel cough, Las­ 
sie might have lasted a nor­ 
mal lifespan IF she’d had the 
proper care. Unfortunately, 
you can’t derive adequate 
“ how to” information on this 
subject from a book—no mat­ 
ter how plausible it may 
sound. She wouldn’t have suc­ 
cumbed to a case of un­ 
complicated kennel cough had 
the doctor been able to treat 
her when the cough first 
started. (It’s reasonable to 
assume she would have res­ 
ponded.) 
Home care with a potential­ 
ly seriously sick animal is 
false economy, anyway. Best 
to let the doctor decide whe­ 
ther something more than 
rest and part of an aspirin 
are indicated. Those who feel 
any medical care is too ex­ 
pensive shouldn’t even have a 
free dog let alone pay for a 
pedigree.
